Sewerage Extensions In Stirling 


Reeve D. W. Rodgers Out- 
lines That Frontages Ad- 
vertised are Only Tentative 


The Corporation of the Village of 
Stirling has advertised certain streets 
within the Municipality in which it 
is proposed to install additional sew- 
erage lines. 


The amount of monies tentatively 
approved by the Ontario Municipal 
Board for expenditure, represents a 
sum that may receive final approval 
only but doesn’t direct where the 
actual installation may be. 

It should also ibe pointed out that 
the footages, as outlined, are only 
tentative and that all or none may be 
actually installed. We know of some 
eases where the footage mentioned 
(particularly Belleville Road —- Rod- 
gers Drive) are excessive but, aS men- 
tioned, the tigures used by the en- 
gineer were tentative only. 

In a telephone conversation with 
the engineering firm this week, they 
stated, in this regard, they would be 
in Stirling in about 10 days to take 
final measurements and to complete 
the engineering requirements.
